BY CHINESE RED TROOPS 


Major Blow to Chiang Brings Speculation on 
Replacing Him as Head of 
Government.

NANKING, Oct. % (AP) — 
Mukden collapsed into Chinese 
Communist hands today in the 
most stunning Government loss of 
the three-year civil war, reliable 


sources in this capital reported 
tonight. 

Many high Chinese and foreign 
sources declared the‘civil war, had 
been decided with the fall of the 
great Manchurian city.- Quick re- 
tirement from the remaining small 
holdings in 

churia was predicted. 

Bitter fighting may continue in 
China proper for months or even 
years, the sources said, but Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s ef- 
fort to defeat the Communists on 
a nation-wide scale has died. The 
latest setback brought speculation 
on the possibility of replacing 
China’s long-time leader. 

Some unofficial quarters said 
the Communists completely occu- 
pied Mukden, swollen to nearly 
2,000,000 population by refugees. 
Later and equally credible 
reports near midnight said the 
encircling Communists armies had 
not yet taken full charge but the 


last Government officials fled by’ 
car at 3 p.m,, leaving the city in 
anarchic confusion.

Recent ernment reports 
have indicated the bulk of Muk- 
den’s 150,000-man garrison already 
had left, attempting to fight its 
way southwest or to escape via 
the south Manchurian port of 
Yingkow, 115 miles from Mukden.

NEW YORK, Oct. 30—Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey ended his cam- 
paign for the presidency in a tri- 
umphant “eve of victory” speech 
in Madison Square Garden tonight. 
He assailed his Democratic op- 
ponents—and inferentially Presi- 
dent Truman—by asserting: — 

“In this grave hour, a party 
that cannot keep peace within it- 
self cannot be trusted with the 
solemn task of uniting our coun- 
try or of keeping peace in the 
world.” 

Republicans traditionally wind 
up their campaign in Madison 
Square Garden and a spectacular 
preliminary show was arranged 
for the capacity crowd of 20,000 
men and women jammed into 
the cavernous building. Three 
hours before Dewey spoke - all 
except the reserved seats were 
filled. 

Outside, additional thousands in 
the street listened to the show by 
way of loud speakers. . This crowd 
was not exceptionally large—in 
1936 Gov. Alf M, Landon had a 
much larger overflow meeting. 


Huge Photos of Nominees. 

The preliminary master of cere- 
monies was William Gaxton of the 
Broadway stage. The backstop 
of the platform was enormous 
spotlighted cutout of the Capitol 
against a blue background, flanked 
by huge photomurals of Dewey 
and Warren. 

The preliminaries included vaude- 
ville acts and such political stunts 
as having Jinx Falkenberg and 
Gene Tunney bat autographed 
tennis baHs te the audience, even 
to the second baicony.

..- Momentous Period. . 

I. became President of the Unit- 
ed States three years, six months 
and 18 days ago. We've been 
through: the most momentous 
period in the history of the world.

Four 
months. and 21 days after I was 
sworn in as President of the Unit- 
ed. States, Japan folded up and 
surrendered wnconditionally, thus 
ending the greatest war in the 
Ristory of the world. I succeeded 
to the presidency after one of the 
greatest Democrats that ever lived 
in’ this “world had been there for 
néarly 12 years. I was nominated 
in’ Chicago with Franklin Roose- 
velt in 1944 on the Democratic 
platform; and I have tried*to car- 
ry out that platform since I've 
been President of the United 
States.

in 1933, labor was at its lowest 
ebb. Labor unions had a very 
small membership at that time, 
about 3,000,000. And there were 
12,000,000 walking up and down 
the streets in this country at that 
time hunting for jobs that they 
couldn’t get.

That came about because two- 
thirds of the people in 1946 de- 
cided that they did not have an 
interest in their government.

Most laboring men stayed away 
from the polls in 1946 and look 
what they gof—they got the Taft- 
Hartley Act. 

Duty to Government. 

Now I'm advising you as I have 
advised every audience to whom 
I’ve spoken in this United States 
that you owe a duty to the Gov- 
ernment because the Government 
is yours when you exercise the 
power to vote. And if you don't 
vote on Nov. 2 and you send back 
the Ejighty-first Congress under 
the “same leadership that the 
Eightieth Congress had, you'll be 
in some fix sure enough. Because 
the. Republicans have already said 
what they’re going to do to labor 
if they get control: of the Gov- 
ernment, 

Now, one of the laws which was 
passed in that period of Demo- 
cratic administration was that 
minimum wage law. That mini- 
mum wage law was intended to 
put the floor under wages. It 
puta floor of 40 cents an hour un- 
der wages. That was the Fair La- 
'bor Standards Act and ‘it limited 
the hours that could be worked 
to 40 hours a week and it elimi- 
nated child labor. 

I've been trying to get this 
Eightieth Congress ever since Jan. 
3, 1947, when it met the first time, 
to raise that standard—that floor 
under wages—to 75 cents an hour. 
They refused to do that. And I 
thought maybe the remedy would 
be if I could manage itt—and I 
can't, of course—lI'd like to see

Bla VOTE FOR HIM 
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Asserts His Party Helped 
Frustrate Designs of 


War-Makers and Aided 


Peace. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 30 (AP) 
—Henry Wallace said tonight a 
large vote for his Progressive 
party in Tuesday’s election would 
doom the peacetime draft here and 
“send a thrill of hope around the 
world.” 

“From China and Hindustan to 
France and Spain and Israel,” he 
said, “men and women everywhere 
will hail it with joy — for they 
know that. such a vote means 
peace and not the murder of man- 
kind in unbelievable atomic catas- 
trophe.” 

The Progressive party presiden- 
tial candidate, in a speech pre- 
pared for delivery here, likened 
his campaign to a “single battle 
in a long war,” and said: 

“Until the great issues facing 
us—peace instead of war, abun- 
dance instead of scarcity, health 
before wealth, men before profit— 
are solved in favor of the Ameri- 
can people, the Progressive party 
will remain the great, triumphant 
fact of American life.” 

To that continuing fight, Wallace 
pledged all his effort, counse] and 
faith. 

The former Vice President said 
his party, in the 10 months since 
its founding, had accomplished 
thuch. He said its clamor for 
peace was helping frustrate the 
designs of war-makers. It also has 
routed “war and the plans for 
war,” and generated a will to peace 
which “is asserting itself all 
around the world,” he declared. 

The Progressive party has given 
the American people a “new 
standard of political truth,” Wal- 
lace said, adding: 

“While others played the old; old 
political game, engaging in cyni- 
cal, hypocritical] double-talk, we 
have shown that the world is a

ALABAMA VOTE 
UNDER SHADOW 
OF COURT THREAT 


Truman Not on Ballot; 
Gov, Folsom Says He'll 
Sue to Force Electors 
to Back President. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala:, Oct. 30 
(AP)—Alabama, a pushover for 
the Democrats since 1872, will vote 
for a President Tuesday under the 
shadow of a_ threatened court 
fight over its 11 electoral votes. 

It’s the only state where Presi- 
dent Truman isn’t on the ballot 
—at least not unless the United 
States Supreme Court says he is. 

The Democratic candidates for 
presidential elector — they’re sure 
of election—have promised they 
won’t vote for Truman under ary 
circumstances. Their votes are 
pledged to the Thurmond-Wright 
states’ rights ticket. 

But Gov. James E, Folsom in- 
sists Alabama’s electoral votes be- 
long to the President. He says 
he will file a court suit, probably 
next week, to force the electors 
to support Truman. 

Governor for Truman. 

Folsom, who once tried to grab 
the presidential nomination him- 
self and flopped, contends that 
President Truman is the candidate 
in Alabama regardless of what the 
electors say. To back that up, he 
has taken to the stump again in 
behalf of the President. 

The Governor’s argument is that 
a “handful of  silickers” have 
“taken the vote away from 3,000,- 
000 people” in Alabama. He says 
the voters have been “denied the 
right” to cast their ballots “for 
or against the President.” 

The states’ righters answer is 
that the voters spoke in the Demo- 
cratic primary last May when they 
nominated 11 electors who already 
had signed a pledge to _ vote 
against Truman. Like many oth- 
ers in the South, they were hop- 
ping mad over his civil rights pro- 


Folsom’s Contention. 

The Governor contends that a 
1945 law says the electors must 
support the national party nomi- 
nee. Although the state Supreme 
Court has said unanimously that 
it’s unconstitutional, the statute 
is still in force. For this reason: 

The Supreme Court’s decision 
came in an advisory opinion, which 
is purely informative and not 
binding. The law will remain un- 
tii knoci#éd out in an actual test 
case, 

When that comes, Folsom says 
the United States Supreme Court 
will decide in favor of President 
‘Truman. js 

His advisers predict that a suit 
will be filed in federal court here 
soon after election day even if the 
Republicans win a clear majority 
of the electoral votes.

Cheers During Parade. 

Cheers and scattered applause 
greeted the President during the 
brief parade. Around the railroad 
station and the Auditorium, spec- 
tators five deep lined the side- 
walks, but in the. intervening 
blocks of Market street the crowd 
was much thinner. There was no 
need to double up on the south 
side of Market, and on the north 
side there were frequent gaps in 
the line of spectators. 

The President rode in an open 
automobile, seated in the raised 
section at the rear. The only other 
open machine was occupied by 
Secret Service men. Riding with 
Truman were Chairman John J. 
Dwyer of the Democratic City 
Central Committee and Joseph M. 
Darst, state chairman of the Tru- 
man-Barkley Clubs. 

Mrs. Truman and her daughter 
rode with Mr.. and Mrs. Nangle 
and Mr. and Mrs. Hannegan. Ma- 
chines carrying other members of 
the President’s party followed, and 
the 75 radio. and press represen- 
tatives rode in busses. 

Fireworks sent up from Four- 
teenth and Pine streets provided 
intermittent bursts of color over 
Memorial Plaza as the President 
and his party reached the Audi- 
| torium. 

The rain which had fallen dur- 
ing the evening stopped a few 
minutes before the parade began. 

An overflow crowd awaited him 
at the Convention Hall, which has 
more than 11,000 seats. All seats 
were filled and a few persons 
stood around the main entrances. 

Small groups on Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth streets as well as in 
Memorial Plaza listened to what 
was going on by means of loud- 
speakers, which could be heard 
for blocks. 

Donnelly Praises Truman’s Record. 


A speaking program at the 
Auditorium had got under way at 
8:30 o’clock. Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
praised the record of Truman as 
a United States Senator, Vice 
President and President and as- 
serted: 

“When re-elected he will con- 
tinue to support and strengthen 
the humanitarian and progressive 
legislation of the last 16 years.” 

“These laws have become estab- 
lished institutions of our countsy 
and are here to stay,” he added.

Within five minutes, the entire 
main floor and the lode section 
were filled, and those who fol- 
lowed had to seek seats in the 
balcony.

Case Loads Too Heavy. 


“The case loads of these parole 
officers,” he said, “was much too 
heavy for them to do justice to 
the job. We have about 250 boys 
and 250 girls in the training 
schools and we are trying to do 
a good job of rehabilitating 
em.”

Editor's Note—Indictment of Theodore C. Link of the Post-Dispatch staff by «a 
Peoria, Ill., grand jury under the direction of Illinois Assistant Attorney General 
James A. Howe, aroused a storm of protest not only in Illinois, but also the nation over. 
The grand fury which indicted Link for “intimidation, conspiracy and kidnaping” in 
connection with an interview with a Peoria gambler, chose to ignore the corruption in 
Illinois which Link had erposed in his investigations. ’ : 

Following are some of the telegrams received by the Post-Dispatch from news- 
paper publishers and editors who recognize the indictment of Link as an assault 
on that freedom of a responsible press which is basic to all our liberties. Elsewhere 
on this page are reprinted some of the editorials on the Link case which have 
been published by newspapers outside St. Louis during the last week. 


From Oswald Garrison Villard, Dean of American Liberal Editors; Former 
Editor of the New York Evening Post and of The Nation: 

The indictment of your reporter, Theodore Link, for his great public service 
in revealing the shocking corruption in Illinois under the Green regime proves 
once more that crooked politicians and their henchmen learn nothing and cling 
to the old familiar technique. They first try to terrorize and muzzle the critic, 
and then seek to place him in the dock where they themselves so often belong. 

The only novelty in this case is the charge of kidnaping and terrorizing 
which is so preposterous it is hard to understand how the grand jury was so 
lacking in humor as not to laugh that one out of the jury room. 

Now an issue has been raised which affects the entire press and every 
honest newspaper man in the country. In attempting to take vengeance on 
Link and the Post-Dispatch, they have given the widest publicity to the facts 
printed and have created a national issue that takes first rank. No daily or 
weekly w of its salt will fail to comment on the case and rehearse the facts 
brought out by Mr. Link. 

Having myself faced the threat of arrest for criminal libel in successfully 
ousting a corrupt acting lieutenant governor of New York, | can understand 
both the threat and the unpleasantness of the situation, but as a lifelong 
journalist and follower of the Post-Dispatch | rejoice in the pum now offered 
in Peoria that it and its patriotic and fearless staff are still on the job, and 
assure them of my, belief that the result of this effort to besmirch them and to 
suppress the truth will redound enormously to their credit and to that of the 


entire profession.

The Press Guards Its Freedom 


The Post-Dispatch appreciates deeply the over- 
whelming support of the press of the United 
States, through editorials and statements by edi- 
tors and. publishers, in our fight against politi- 
ca] corruption in Illinois. ‘ 

We appreciate the stanch indorsement of the 
work of our reporter, Theodore C. Link, who 
has been indicted at Peoria by a grand jury on 
trumped-up charges inspired by an indicted 
State’s Attorney and an aid to Attorney Gen- 
eral George F. Barrett, both of whom have a per- 
sonal stake in the investigations belatedly agreed 
to by Gov. Dwight H. Green. 

We appreciate such a testimonial as that of 
Oswald Garrison Villard, who at-76 is as quick 
as ever to see the national implications of an 
attempt by politicians, first, to terrorize and 
muzzle a courageous reporter and then “to place 
him in the dock where they themselves so often 
belong.” 

There never was any doubt, however, as to 
what the.press would do. There can never be 
any doubt when such an attack is made. So 
long as America is free, the press will always 
join hands against faithless men who would in- 
timidate editors and reporters engaged in fer- 
reting out and printing ugly facts of bribery 
and graft. In the face of such a threat the press 
could not stand silent without yielding its free- 
dom by default. 

In asking Circuit Judge Ingram to reject these 
indictments,'the Post-Dispatch takes its stand on 
grounds that are broad and fundamental. We 
base our stand’on the circumstance that the jury 
was directed by interested parties, who, instead 
of disqualifying themselves, were present when 
the indictments were voted. We base our stand 
on guarantees in the United States Constitution 
and the Constitution of Illinois. 

Let Attorney General Barrett, Gov. Green or 
anyone else who is so inclined prosecute this case

The question therefore is not whether we are 
going to stand or fall with the Western Union 
countries, for we shall.

If war comes, is the United 8tates prepared to provide the 
materials needed for defense—materials found short during 
the last war and still shert today? This is the first of four

7 NITED STATES stockpiling of strategic materials in short sup- 
ply, which in wartime might mean the difference between victory. 
and defeat, is years behind schedule. 


Both the Democratic executive 
branch of the government and the 
Republican - controlled Congress 
must share the blame for this con- 
dition, which in the present tense 
world situation might be a threat 

the very existence of the United 

tates. Behind them both is the 
same force of public opinion which 
stripped the Army of its man- 
power before peace had been se- 
cured and forced the return to in- 
dustry of stockpiles held by the 
government in war time to permit 
a rapid switch-over to peacetime 
production. 

The Munitions Board, which 
was intrusted with stockpiling, 
was hamstrung from the outset by 
restricting legislation, Congres- 
sional hostility and public apathy. 
Public feeling has begun to turn 
now, but there is a need for new 
legislation and vastly greater 
funds if a stockpile essential to 
the security of the United States 
in an emergency is to be built. 

Survey Exposes Conditions. 

A survey of the situation re- 
vealed that the tragic ineffective- 
ness of the Munitions Board in 
the matter of stockpiling arose 
from circumstances outside its 
control. Against these its heads 
protested vehemently and often. 
This failure is brought into relief 
by the success which the board 
had in two other fields, the prep- 
aration of a plan for industrial 
mobilization and the elimination 
of overlapping functions and ex- 
pensive duplication within the na- 


Nearly three years ago, for ex- 
ample, the government held 565,- 
710 tons of coppe 


ported purchasing 30,000 tons from 
the normal commercial market in 
the third quarter of 1948. This is 
nine days supply in peacetime. 

By the end of this fiscal year, 
the third of the Munitions Board’s 
operations, there will be three 
weeks supply of tin in stock. Tin 
is vital for the canning industry, 
which is already restricted through 


and 
stop. Tin is a principal ingredient 
in most of their engine bearings. | 
Silver can be substituted in many 
bearing metals but expense limits 
its use. Tin is also required for 
bronzes, solders and pewters. Tin 
has no substitute for most bronzes. 


There are no known tin deposits 
of any consequence in continental 
North America. The chief sources 
of supply are British Malaya and 
Dutch Indonesia, with a smaller 
quantity coming from British 
Nigeria. Bolivia produces a con- 
rg ‘one quantity of tin but the 
ore impure. There is a single 
tin smelter in the United States, 
in Texas. The smelter mixes Boli- 
vian ore with Straits ore. 


The Lead Situation. 
Again, take lead. At the begin- 
a of this year there was vir- 
tually no lead in the stockpile. 
The Munitions Board has not is- 
sued complete figures of its pur- 
chases, but during the third 
quarter of 1948 it purchased 16,000 
short dry tons. At this rate it 
would take about 10 years to ac- 
cumulate a year’s supply. 

Lead, like tin, is essential for en- 
gine bearings. It is also a major 
component of storage batteries, 
and is virtually indispensable also 
for paint pigments, high octane 
gasoline, printers’ type metal, 
solder and bullets. There is a 
world shortage, and in the past 
years the price has advanced from 
around 6 cents-a pound to 19 


tional military establishment. The | 
survey indicated that a much 
broader approach to the whole 
problem of stockpiling would have 
to be taken, and emphasis laid on 
the development of stand-by re- 
sources at home as well as greatly 
increased rhythm of foreign pur- 
chases. 


The Munitions Board was es- 
tablished by the Unification act, 
along the lines on which the joint 
Army-Navy Munitions Board was 
operating. It is a part of the na- 
tional military establishment over 
which the Secretary of Defense 
presides. 

Its mission is to stockpile stra- 
tegic materials in short supply, to 
work out a plan for industrial 
mobilizati and to eliminate 
overlapping facilities among the 
three .services. 

Its authority to build up stock- 
piles derives from Public Law 117, 
enacted in 1939, and the stockpil- 
‘ing act of 1946. 


The latter, which is the main 
authority for the board, was 
passed at a time when the possi- 
bility of another war was con- 
sidered rather academic. The chief 
stress then was getting raw 
materials acquired by the govern- 
ment back into the hands of in- 
dustry. The idea of stockpiling 
was little more than a decent tri- 
bute to the memory of wartime 
shortages. The law made this 
very clear by specifying that “in 
so far as practicable” purchases 
for stockpile should be made from 
supplies in excess to the needs of 
industry. Carried out to the letter 
this would mean that the stock- 
pile would mever accumulate any-, 
thing, for its very purpose was to 
store up things which were in 
short supply. 

Both the letter and intent of 
the law and the spirit of the 
nation at the time it was passed 
were to assure industry of the first 
claim on any matfrials already 
stored and on those appearing in 


cents, At the present rate of use 
it is expected that known United 
States reserves of lead will be ex- 
hausted by 1958. 

Zinc is in short supply world- 
wide, although the United States 
will probably produce this year 
about 20,000 tons more than it 
consumes. Consumption this year 
was estimated at 770,000 tons. As 
in the case of lead, The Munitions 
Board had virtually none at the 
beginning of the year. It pur- 
chased’ 16,000 tons in the third 
quarter of 1948. This is about 
seven days’ supply. 

These examples are perhaps the 
worst that the stockpile has to 
offer.

Van Wyck Brooks: and

Book Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

HE dimension. of literature, 
T=: Van Wyck Brooks, are 

best described as breadth, 
depth and elevation. Applying 
these terms to the writings of 
Mr. Brooks himself I am in- 
clined to say he has all three 
but is most distinguished for his 
elevation. Reading “‘A Chilniark 
Miscellany” (Dutton), which 
undertakes to present in one 
volume the essence of all he has 
ever written, you get the feeling 
that every subject he discusses 
h-3 been viewed as from a height 
and that his judgment has been 
guided by appropriate compari- 
sons. This is perspective, or 
elevation. 

The term also applies in an- 
other way. Mr. Brooks never 
seems to feel the need of the 
hasty. epithet, the scorching 
phrase or the “punch line” that 
smacks you in the face. He is 
above that, you might say, but 
when all is said the opinion he 
presents is unequivocal. Mark 
Twain’s attitude in the pres- 
ence of European culture might 
be described as defensive yokel- 
ism. Mr. Brooks says the same 
thing, in effect, but gives it its 
due by showing that good things 
came of it. 

In the short essay, ‘‘A Note 
on Mark Twain,’ he remarks: 
“In his efforts to ‘get a natural 
focus’ on things that he (Mark 
Twain) observed, he struck the 
first note perhaps of the tourist 
mind that flourished in Ameri- 
can writers 50 years later, when 
they were determined not to be 
fooled by ‘culture,’ but he also 
resembled too many of them in 
throwing out the baby with the 
bath in rejecting the ‘truths’ of 
culture along with the ‘shams’.” 
Farther along he asks a question 
that supplies its own answer: 
“Did not Mark Twain, in his 
negative way, do-almost as much 
as Walt Whitman had done to 
clear the path for an American 
culture of the future, as the 
Vandals of old prepared the way 
for another new culture in the 
north of Europe because they 
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were insensitive to the Mediter- came physically and spiritually 


ranean culture?” 
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66 A LANY” ‘s the author’s 

own sampLag of his 
works. (“Chilmark,” incidental- 
ly, is the name of the Brooks 
home on Martha’s Vineyard.) It 
is intended to give you only a 
taste. Nevertheless, some of the 
sections are remarkably complete 
in their effects. The two sketches 
of Poe illuminate the sources of 
his genius and indicate his limi- 
tations as a writer and a critic. 
They are not exhaustive but they 
serve admirably as a corrective 
of the belief that Poe was a 
universal genius. Except in some 
of his poems Poe certainly 
lacked both breadth and eleva- 
tion and he, was outside both the 
American and the human tradi- 
tion. ‘‘When he said of poetry,” 
writes Mr. Brooks, “that ‘unless 
incidentally, it has no concern 
whatever either with duty or 
with truth’ he denied the testi- 
mony of the greatest poets of 
Greece, Rome, Italy, France and 
England. Were not the elements 
he disavowed the sources of the 
animating passions of all the 
major poets from Homer down? 
The passion for liberty, the love 
of honor, loyalty, religious 
exaltation, the springs of the 
noble actions that poets have 
praised,—it was precisely these 
that Poe omitted in the theory 
and practice of his verse.” 

From “The South: 1800- 
1870,” one gets a clear, detailed 
picture of how the cultural im- 
pulses of that region were served 
and compromised by its economic 
institutions. The breadth and 
freedom of the Southern mind, 
exemplified by Thomas Jefferson 
and others, began to shrink with 
the growing conscicusness that 
slavery had to be defended 
against the rest of the country 
and the world.

GAMESMANSHIP, by Stephen Potter. 


(Henry Holt & Co., 128 pgs., $2.50.} 
HERE is a really clever idea 
in this little book. It is: 
to tell, with mock serious- 
ness, how to be a rotten sport, 
all ‘within the rules for being a 
good sport. ~ ~* 

Mr. Potter, who isrdirector of 
special features for the British 
Broadcasting Co., has rung some 
amusing changes on the theme 
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in a quiet and sometimes overly- 
British manner. His. drawing of 
the muscular system of a golfer 
about to putt, designed for show- 


ing to an opponent, is guaran- 


teed to make anyone muscle- 
bound on a minute's notice. 

His small schemes for build- 
ing up tension, irritation and 
hopelessness in the opponent are 
all entertaining, in a fiendish 
kind of way—such as being ill- 
dressed with a well-dressed op- 
ponent, or vice-versa; or being 
more sporting than he is about 
a worst ailment; or being brisk 
with an opponent who takes his 
time, or the other ‘Way round. 

The’ idea is, in fact, clever 
enough for an article as long as 
1000 words, or, if exceptionally 
well handled, as much as 2000. 
Mr. Potter, however, grimly per- 
severes with it to little-book- 
length, dwelling on stakesman- 
ship, winmanship, luncheonship, 
drinkmanship, bridgemaziship, 
etc., ete., etc. The only angle 
the author isn’t an expert on, 
apparently, is stopmanship, but 
long before he had written him- 
self out this reviewer had 
learned the art of quitmanship, 
and was practicing it like a 
veteran.

THEY MOVE WITH THE: SUN, . by 
Daniel Taylor. (Farrar, Straus & Co., 
N. Y., 278 pgs., $2.75.) 

HERE is a fundamental 
paradox in Daniel Taylor's 
novel. His main character, 

Hank Leher, is Jewish; the plot 
involves hate and prejudices of 
various kinds. Yet, this book is 
not primarily concerned with the 
story of Hank Leher, nor with 
those forces which set individual 
against individual or group 
against group. What Mr. Taylor 
is actually writing about is “‘our 
urgent need to forge a common 
humanity,’ and social problems 
are a part of his story merely 
because they are “obstacles to 
be overcome” before a common 
humanity can be forged. 

This is assuredly a worthy 
purpose, but it is difficult to de- 
cide at this time precisely how 
well Mr. Taylor has succeeded. 
For in order to be fair, one must 
remember that “They Move With 
the Sun’’ is a first novel, and, 
what is more, it is only the first, 
comparatively brief, installment 
of a multi-volumed work to be 
called ‘‘Man, a Many-Sided Mir- 
ror.”’ I may be doing the pres- 
ent volume a disservice by evalu- 
ating it separately; but I absolve 
my conscience with the author’s 
own statement that his book, 
though the first of a series, is a 
complete novel in itself.

lightness of touch which are the 
major virtues of this book. 
Sometimes, Mr. Taylor’s hagd 
loses some of its sureness. For- 
tunately, his portrait of Hank is 
consistent and most of his char- 
acters move realistically, but 
Hank’s mother, Raina, is some- 
thing of a contrad ction. On the 
one hand she is represented as 
affectionate and high-minded; on 
the other, cruel and with a ten- 


dency toward moral looseness. 
Granted that all human beings 
are inconsistent, Mr. Taylor has 
sti placed too great a burden 
of interpretation on his readers 
so far as Raina is concerned, 
— 

T prose is praiseworthy. His 

writing is imaginative and 
aptly metaphorica’, and the 
keeness of the observations that 
are interspersed throughout his 
book will not be lost upon any- 
one who reads for more than a 
vicarious thrill. There are a 
few out-dated elegancies, such as 
“pillowed place’ instead of 
“bed,’” which seem to echo the 
poetic diction of Thomas Gray 
who preferred “cleave . , . thy 
glassy wave’’ to the monosyllable 
“swim.” Such slips are com- 
pensated for by passages like the 
following: 

“I'd like,” said one of Hank’s 
friends, “‘to make a chemical to 
turn all people into different 
colors. How would it be — a 
beautiful green woman loving a 
gorgeous blue man, and all re- 
ligions into one religion, like the 
same music, and then we'd have 
a rainbow world, wouldn’t we, 
Hank?” 

This book is Daniel Taylor's 
contribution toward a rainbow 
world. Provided that Mr. Tay- 
lor can sustain the very best that 
is in “They Move With the 
Sun,’ we may expect his larger 
work to be thoughfully and ar- 
tistically composed.

Varina Howell Davis is pictured 
as a beautiful woman with a 
brilliant mind and sympathetic 
understanding. She is able to 
rise to any occasion. While her 
husband is away from home dur- 
ing the War with Mexico she 
runs their Mississippi plantation 
alone. She is a favorite Wash- 
ington hostess while he is Secre 
tary of War and by her tact and 
charm gains for her husband tHe 
friendship of important diplo- 
mats. As First Lady of the Con- 
federacy she is the most dis- 
cussed woman in America, It is 
when the dark days of failure 
come, with her husband facing 
death and with her helpless and 
frightened children they flee for 
their lives, that she becomes 2 
really great person. 

The book is filled with inter- 
esting glimpses of plantation 
life; stirring accounts of Mr. 
Davis's political compaigns, and 
exciting scenes of the flight from 
the war in Richmond. Above all 
“Bride of Fortuné”’ is a love 
story in which the life of Varina 
and Jefferson Davis is a continu- 
ous romance. : 

Harnett Kane, whose six pre- 
vious books are about the South, 
shows an intimate knowledge of 
his subject and a deep feeling for 
it.

CHAPTER ONE. 


TRIP-TICKET and a two-block ride changed my entire life. 

[. The place was wartime London: the time, May of 1942. I saw 
nothing special or miraculous about the ticket. It merely 
noted that I, as a civilian Army driver, was to pick up & passenger 
at Paddington Station. He was listed as a “Major General Bisen- 
hower.” I had never heard of the general. And, quite frankly, I 


was-disappointed in the assignment. 
Half of the disappointment was natural. Five of us drivers 


had waited around American Army headquarters three days, to 
pick up a packet of Very Important Persons due in from the United 
States via Scotland. The first two mornings We staggered down 
to the motor pool at 5:30 a.m. And we stayed there until dark both 
times, only to be finally advised that the weather still held all 
London-bound planes at Prestwick Airport. This morning, it looked 
as though the Brass had abandoned their original plan. They were 
coming on dowh to London by train. Just when, no one knew. We 
had been jailed in the motor pool since 5:30, waiting-in moods as 


gray as the early-morning fog outside. 

The other half of my disappointment came from snobbery. An 
army driver’s prestige is based solely on the rank of the uniform 
in the back seat. So I had hoped to get General George Marshall 
or General “Hap” Arrold. Both were in this group, we knew. Both 
were known to us by name and reputation; either would be a bright 
feather in a driver’s cap. But Sheila and Betty had them. Sheila 
was one of those nonchalant, likeable girls to whom everything 
seemed to cume easily, without thought or effort. Betty was a 
proud redhead who used plenty of thought and effort to make 
absolutely certain everything came her way, And, intimating that 
I had nobody, Betty lost no time in whispering she was picking 
up a three-star general. She said it in such a way I could almost 
feel wrinkles in my face, braces on my teeth. 

I turned apprehensively to Sheila. “Surely, you've heard of 
General: Eisenhower?” As an American (married to an English 
officer from Sandhurst) she was my only hope. “Eisenhower?”

They had come over to 
work and they had little time. From the nature of high offices we 
visited I sensed that something very top level was going on. Yet 
both took time to treat me as a human being, not as a uniformed 
machine.

the door, then drove around the block to park. Finishing that 
chore, I looked up to find both of them standing there. “You'll 
join us, of course?” asked General Clark. I nodded dumbly as we 
strolled past the astonished doorman. (I say “astonished” door- 
man because most London attendants are old British soldiers; 
they'll never quite recover from the easy discipline of American 
military men.) Lunch over, we went on a little trip up country, 
around Oxford. General Eisenhower displayed an amazing grasp 
of English history, as he did consistently throughout his visit. 

It was a warm afternoon. I was dying for a drink. On im- 
pulse, I pulled up in Beaconsfield and said, “You must see an 
English pub before you leave!” They were out of the car and 
inside before I realized just how bold I had been to two major 
generals. At the bar, they couldn’t make up their minds what to 
have. “You tell us, Kay,” General Clark said. I considered. “You 
wouldn't liké whisky withott ice, 1 know, It’s too hot—~—gin and 
tonic, that’s the thing! A real summer drink and a real English 
drink.” They seemed to enjoy it almost as much as I did. I gave 
Sheila a. as soon as I got home. She didn’t believe a word of 
my story about the lunch, let’ alone the drinks. Still, I knew she 
would pass it along to the other girls. 


The day our V-I-Ps were scheduled to leave for Prestwick and 
the United States, British weather closed in again. Their trip 
was postponed until the following morning. By now I was almost 
drunk on the friendliness of these two American generals. So I 
called up General Eisenhower. But when he answered, I apologized 
in a rush of embarrassment; haltingly, I suggested that he and 
General Clark might like to do some sightseeing now that they 
had an afternoon of leisure because of the cancelled departure. 


To my relief, he was intrigued by the idea. “Just the thing,” 
he said. .“This is the first day we haven't had any conferences 
and we're completely free. In half an hour, please.” Our tour 
ranged from the Tower of London to Westminster Abbey and ‘the 
Houses of Parliament. My passengers showed such interest in 
bomb damage at the House of Commons that I took them on down 
to the East End and a section I knew as well as my own mind: 
Lambeth, 

“Kay,” General Eisenhower remarked as we cruised around the 
skeletoned and blasted tenements of Lambeth, “you seem to know 
a lot about this section.” : 

“I should,” I replied solemnly. With little encouragement, I 
found myself telling the story of my life to these two Yank 
generals. Nothing in childhood. prepared me for wartime London. 


‘My father was a retired army officer and I, as Kathleen McCarthy- 


Morrogh, led what is commonly known as The Sheltered Life: Our 
home, ‘Inish Beg, was a somewhat run-down estate on a small bfit 
lovely emerald island in a river in County Cork. But London drew 
me away from Ireland. There was some traveling on the Continent 
with Mother, who stayed in London most of the time and rarely 
went back to Inish Beg. Eventually I was on my own, utterly 
unprepared to do much more than sit a horse properly and pour 
tea correctly. There was a period of “extra” work at a film studio 
just outside London. Inevitably, there was a marriage, a dismal 
failure.

He 
concentrated so intensively that I often thought he was asleep. Nat- 
urally, he had no time for the ordinary little details of everyday 
life. He was, in fact, coldly impatient with them, 

Gradually, I became experienced in a part I was to later play 
for General Eisenhower; that of “unofficial aide.” It was rather 
embarrassing the first time: I had just let General Spaatz out at 
Claridge’s after a long, tiring day. He leaned in the car window 
and said, “You'd better come on up, Kay. I may need you later.” 
I parked and joined him at the elevator. 

Walking into his suite was very much like walking into a 
Hollywood version of a cocktail party. In fact, it was a Hollywood 
version, because the General’s aide, Major Sy Bartlett, was and 
is a writer in the movie capital. Using the exclusive hotel and the 
high-Brass atmosphere as props, he had begun to stage a straight 
run of parties attended by other Hollywood-Broadway figures and 
the show people of London’s West End. The smoke, the noise, and 
the rank were overpowering. The General nodded briefly to every- 
one and strode into another room. [I trailed along. He closed the 
door, sighed heavily, and sagged into a chair. I stood there un- 
easily, then sat down stiffly. 


Silent Hours With Gen. Spaatz 


We sat like that—without a word—for the better part of two 
hours: He sat and thought; I sat and fidgeted. Finally, he looked 
up. “Thanks, Kay. Guess I Won’t be needing you any more tonight.” 

The scene became a common occurence. I think it was partly be- 
cause the General wanted me.to stand by for any sudden trips, 
partly because he liked to have company during those mighty think- 
ing bouts. I learned to smother any feminine instincts at conver- 
sation. Ingtead, I took along newspapers, magazines, and books to 
while away the hours he dug into voluminous reports or drowned 
himself in meditation. They were curious periods, those. Yet I 
grew to understand the deep concentration of General Spaatz, to 
respect the enormity and loneliness of his task, and, finally, to feel 
perfectly at ease in the silent hours at Claridge’s. 

Several times General Spaatz directed me to. tour bombed-out 
sites around London.

His Job May Look Easy to Symphony Audiences, but There Is More to It Than Meets the Eye

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river below. It is, indeed, a ‘Y™ 


river in its own right and 
could supply the city of St. 
Louis with all of its water 
‘and have enough left over 
for a half-dozen good-sized 
towns. 

Unlike many Ozark 
springs which rise in pools 
of still clarity, Big Spring 
surges from its subterra- 
nean caverns with a mighty 
rush and runs a milky blue 
until it is many yards down 
the spring branch. Then it 
becomes as clear as all the 
others. If one examines the 
lofty cliffs rising above the 

: spring, old openings can be 
seen from which the water flowed in earlier ages, before the 
river had cut so deep into its channel. Around the spring are 
steép wooded hills where white-tail deer abound—and many of 
us who accompanied Friends of the Land on their trip last 
week were fortunate enough to see the does and fawns grazing 
in the dusk. 

* * * 

Big Spring is ore of the great natural assets of 
Missouri which is in danger of being destroyed as the 
dam program for the so-called “White River Fiood 
Control Project” goes forward. Two dams are pro- 
posed for the Current river—last of our magnificent 
streams on the southern Ozark watershed to remain 
unspoiled. Gone is the St. Francis with its $7,000,000 
Wapapello dam, which the builders now admit cannot 
function successfully unless another $30,000,000 are 
spent to levee the river clear to its mouth. 

x * * 

@ MEANWHILE THE RESERVOIR is silting in rapidly and 
floods on the St. Francis are more severe than ever before. 
Gone is the lower Black river, with its Clearwater dam that 
will doubtless go the way of all artificial water impoundments 
where no measures are taken to prevent erosion on the water- 
shed. Gone is the beautiful North Fork, with its Norfork dam 
which has never built a big enough head of water to turn its 
turbines and generate the electrical power which it was partially 
built to produce. . 

Today there is talk of a multi-million dollar tunnel through 
the mountains from White river, many miles away, to supply 
enough water so the turbines will run. The Taneycomo reser- 
voir behind Forsyth dam on White river has silted in until 
it no longer operates efficiently for power production. Having 
established this fact, a greater dam is now under construction 
on White river to create Bull Shoals reservoir. 

* * x 

@ THE DAMS WHICH IT IS PROPOSED to build on Cur- 
rent river at Doniphan and Blair creek will impound the waters 
almost to its source and take out of cultivation all arable lands 
in the valley. They will flood Big spring and many smaller 
but beautiful springs below it. On the upper Current and Jacks 
Fork, other springs will be destroyed—Alley, Round, Pulltight, 
Cave and Welch spring—not to mention the town of Eminence. 
Judging from the siltation now going on, the Current river 
reservoirs will fill with gravel at record speed, thus destroying 
the usefulness of the dams—if, indeed, any usefulness can be 
claimed for them. 

To those of us who. made the recent Ozark journey with 
Friends of the Land, it seemed that the Current must be pre- 
served even if the only reasons which can be advanced are 
esthetic ones. This is doubly true when one considers the cost of 
the dams, their highly questionable value for flood control and 
power production, and the fact that the same money spent on 
reforestation and soil conservation in the Current river water- 
shed would greatly mitigate or entirely stop the floods—while 
adding permanently to the economic assets of Missouri. These 
were things we learned about “Ozark dams” from men who 
have spent years studying them. | 

* * * 

e IT IS ASKING A LOT TO EXPECT one small Ozark town 
to feed and house nearly 100 guests who descend upon it in a 
body—yet Van Buren did the job and did it, well. The ladies 
of the Methodist Church served our Friends of the Land group 
a delicious dinner and, while we had to scatter out to sleep, 
everyone foregathered at breakfast next morning and reported 
a comfortable night. There was a hint of rain in the air as 
we started on a trip inte the National: Forest, but no one 
seemed down-hearted about that. Over near Winona, we 
examined fine mixed stands of pine and hardwood and of pine 
alone which are already starting to produce marketable timber 
after less than a dozen years of scientific management. 

Run-off on these forests has been slowed until little erosion 
occurs and flash floods in the dry washes and creeks are almost

Golschmann remarked, kindly 
enough, “Ehriich, if you finish be- 
fore we do, stick around, won't 
you? I’d like to talk to you later.” 
Almost belligerently, the usually 
mild Ehriich denies this, insisting, 
“I never push.” 

Tom Sherman, the music critic, 
says a kettledrummer has to hay 
“a fine ear” to be able to change 
the pitch of his drums while the 
assorted instruments all about 
proceed with their highly indi- 
vidualistic sounds. The tuning is 
done by a pedal on each drum; 
the pedal, through a mechanism 
inside the copper drum bowl, be- 
neath the calfskin head, raises the 
pitch when pressed down, lowers 
the note when released. It is to 
get the exact tone desired that 
Ehriich so lovingly leans over his 
battery. A finger tap on the 
drumhead may suffice to show 
the. result of tuning.

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Rhine, then spent three years in 
a Coburg conservatory, after 
which he polished up with a year 
at Cologne. 

“At Coburg,” he recalls, “every 
student was compelled to play the 
kettledrums, for rhythm’s sake, to 
capture rhythm. You got the real 
feeling that way.” 

Following a period on the horn 
in the summer-resort symphonic 
orchestras, he joined the Dussel- 
dorf City Orchestra as tympanist 
in 1912, playing for concerts, 
operas and musical dramas. Two 
years later he was a “buck pri- 
vate,” as he puts it, in the German 
Army at the start of World War I. 
By the time he was out at the end 
of 1918, a Second Lieutenant, he 
had been shot in the left hand and 
forehead and wounded by shrap- 
nel in the left leg. The scars still 
show. 

He got a gold medal for brav- 
ery and the Iron Cross, second 
class, but he returned to a home- 
land torn by révolution, inflation 
and Comm‘inism. There was no 
place then for real orchestras. He 
played as opportunity offered in 
movie theaters and cafes. 

In 1923, an aunt, Mrs. Louis Sol- 
omon of Wellston, helped him 
come to America, He landed with 
$5 in his pocket, $20 shy of the 
required cash, but his honesty 
about this persuaded an immigra- 
tion officer to admit him. Know- 
ing no English, he made his way

to Kansas, where an uncle is a 
Santa Fe Railroad engineer, and 
then to visit a cousin in Okla- 
homa. 

In 1925 he was married, then 
came to St. Louis with the inten- 
tion of becoming the Symphony 
Orchestra’s kettledrummer. The 
place was not vacant so he played 
in a stock company orchestra at 
the Empress Theater and in sum- 
mer at the old Garden Theater. 
The next year Rudolf Ganz, then 
conductor of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony, employed him. 

He played thereafter under a 
succession of guest conductors and 
through the long regime of Direc- 
tor Golschmann, whom he ad- 
mires greatly—‘“as good as any 
conductor there is, and fair, too.” 

By 1930 Ehriich was a natural- 
ized citizen. He likes St. Louis 
and wants to complete his life 
here, but wishes the orchestra 
were more generously endowed. 

His spot on the stage is close 
to the “iron curtain” that sepa- 
rates the Kiel Auditorium opera 
house from the arena, 

“Sometimes while we are play- 
ing,” he laughs, “I can hear what 
is going on behind us in the arena, 
The bicycle races made quite a 
noise.

First 100 Girls to Join WAFs Are 
Being Trained at Texas Air Base 
— Standards Are High and No 
‘Glorified’ Recruits Are Wanted

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Oct. 30. 


MOTHER may still wail that 
A she didn’t raise her boy to be 

a soldier, but if the United 
States Air Force accomplishes its 
purpose she may soon be confid- 
ing to her neighbor over the back 
fence that she’s giad her girl 
grew up to join the WAF. 

With something of the old 
snobbishness with which our War- 
time air force regarded other 
branches of the military, the 
brand new WAF—Women in the 
Air Force—is already pointing out 
its superiority to the WAC, to the 
Waves and to the women in the 
Marines. The girls of the barely 
3-month-old WAF tell you proudly 
that theirs is going to be an or- 
ganization of women composed of 
“the cream scraped right off the 
top of the crock”; that, unlike the 
WAC, which is only a “corps 
hooked on to the Army,” they are 
“part ahd parcel of the United 
States Air Force”; and that the 
WAF isn’t going to be a “sideline 
service” in which you just sign 
up for a few years, but something 
“new and big” out of which a 
woman can make a career. 

“It’s really a pretty exciting 
program,” says Brigadier General 
Charles F. Born, tough former 
commander of the Fifteenth Air 
Foree and now commanding gen- 
eral of the USAF Indoctrination 
Division here at Lackland Air 
Force Base. “We're going to see 
that these women get to do things 
according to their capabilities. 
Just because they wear skirts, 
we're not going to hold them 
down to such jobs as desk clerks 
and automobile drivers. They're 
going to stand on merit and when 
it’s time for officer training the 
women candidates are going to 
school right along with the men. 

“We're not going to promise 
these gals anything. We're putting 
it on a competitive basis. We're 
even going to call. them airmen. 
We're going to give them the same 
rights and privileges as the men. 
And we're going to be pretty tough 
about living up to the standards 
we set for these women in the air 
force. 

“We don’t want a lot of glorified 
recruits that are going to cost the 
American people a lot of money to 
train for nothing. What we want 
is a.high-type American woman 
who recognizes the career she can 
find in the USAF.”

“Every recruit on this base goes 
to church the first Sunday he or 
she is here,” says the General. 
“That’s an order. From then on 
the chaplain is on his own. I be- 
lieve that there is a Guy sitting 
on topside guiding the destinies of 
this world and church never hurt 
anybody. I can make these re- 
cruits go once. That's all I can 
do.” 

Of the co-educational aspects of 
training a few hundred WAFs 
with the some 26,000 airmen now 
at Lackland, Chaplain Geo. C.
